The Fogarty International Center, National Institutes of Health, has been 
asked to announce that the Swedish Medical Research Council and the Swiss 
National Science Foundation will each make available in 1977 three research 
fellowships to qualified biomedical scientists. These fellowships will 
provide postdoctoral training in basic or clinical areas of medical research. 

To be eligible candidates must be citizens of the United States and have 
been engaged in independent responsible research in one of the health sciences 
for at least two of the past four years. They must present evidence of 
aptitude and promise in basic sciences or clinical research, with an active 
interest in pursuing a research career in a health science field. Applicants 
must also provide evidence of acceptance by a training institution and 
preceptor. It is the applicant's responsibility to arrange for his research 
training with the preceptor and to present in his application a complete 
and explicit plan for research training. Affiliation with the preceptor 
is documented in the Facilities and Commitment Statement which must accompany 
each application. 

The Swiss fellowship may begin at any time between September 1977 and April 
1978. The Swedish fellowship must be started within 10 months of the date 
of its award and each date must be set by mutual agreement of the applicant 
and the institution. 

The fellowships provide for reimbursement of the cost of round trip tourist 
air fare tickets f o r  the Fellow and his family.  Health insurance is provided 
during the term of the fellowship. Stipends for the Swedish Medical Research 
Council Fellowships range from $10,000 to $13,600 per year, depending upon 
the number of years of postdoctoral research experience at the time of 
award. The Swiss National Science Foundation stipends range from 22,800 
Swiss francs (approximately $9,200) to 28,200 Swiss francs (approximately 
$11,400) depending upon the age and experience of the applicant at the time 
of award. In addition, the Swiss National Science Foundation Fellowships 
provide 3,600 Swiss francs (approximately $1,450) for the spouse, 1,200 Swiss 
francs (approximately $480) for each child and a cost of living adjustment.

A. 	 PURPOSE This issuance s ta tes  t h e  p o l i c y  and d e s c r i b e s  t h e  procedures 

which w i l l  be used by N I H  i n  handling r e v i s e d  r e p o r t s  of expend i tu re s  
submitted by g r a n t e e  i n s t i t u t i o n s .  

B. 	 APPLICABILITY This p o l i c y  covers  a l l  N I H  g r a n t  awards f o r  which t h e  
submission of a r e p o r t  of expendi tures  i s  requ i r ed .  

C. 	 BACKGROUND Current Pub l i c  Health Service p o l i c y  r e q u i r e s  t h a t  annual 
o r  f i n a l  r e p o r t s  of expendi tures  be submitted t o  N I H  w i th in  90 days from 
t h e  end of t h e  p e r t i n e n t  budget per iod o r  p r o j e c t  per iod.  However, t h e r e  
has  never been any uniformly s t a t e d  N I H  g u i d e l i n e s  o r  p o l i c y  on t h e  
acceptance of r e v i s e d  annual o r  f i n a l  r e p o r t s .  Grantee i n s t i t u t i o n s  
from time t o  time submit r ev i sed  r e p o r t s  months and sometimes even yea r s  
after the i n i t i a l  annual o r  f i n a l  r e p o r t s  of expend i tu re s  have been sub­
mi t t ed  t o  and processed by N I H .  Often t h e  r e p o r t  w i l l  relate t o  a g r a n t  
which has been closed and t h e  f i n a n c i a l  r eco rds  purged from t h e  DHEW 
Federal  Ass i s t ance  Financing System and t h e  N I H  Cen t ra l  Accounting 
System. I n  o t h e r  c a s e s  t h e  r ev i sed  r e p o r t  may p e r t a i n  t o  an e a r l y  budget 
pe r iod  i n  a s t i l l  c u r r e n t l y  a c t i v e  g r a n t  where t h e  p rev ious ly  r epor t ed  
a c t u a l  balance has  been used t o  p a r t i a l l y  fund a succeeding budget 
per iod wi th in  t h e  p r o j e c t  per iod.  Under such circumstances,  i f  a r e v i s e d  
r e p o r t  claiming a d d i t i o n a l  expendi tures  i n  t h e  ear l ier  budget per iod 
is  processed, i t  r e s u l t s  i n  an underfunding of t h e  g r a n t  f o r  t h e  suc­
ceeding budget per iod.  Through t h e  c o l l a b o r a t i v e  review e f f o r t s  of 
t h e  N I H  awarding u n i t s  and t h e  Divis ion of F inanc ia l  Management, N I H ,  
many of t h e  proposed r e v i s i o n s  have been determined t o  be unreasonable 
and, accordingly,  acceptance of t h e  r e p o r t  has  been denied. However, 
responding t o  t h e  m u l t i p l e  r e q u e s t s  from t h e  g r a n t e e  i n s t i t u t i o n s  -
wi th  g r e a t  time v a r i a n c e s  involved - has been d i f f i c u l t  and obviously 
has n o t  been handled i n  any uniform fashion.  

D. POLICY 

1. 	 Annual o r  f i n a l  r e p o r t s  of expend i tu re s  s h a l l  be submitted t o  N I H  
w i t h i n  90 days from t h e  end of t h e  p e r t i n e n t  budget pe r iod .  

2.  	 The N I H  expec t s  t h e  g r a n t e e  i n s t i t u t i o n  t o  maintain good and t ime ly  
accounting r e c o r d s  wi th  t h e  proper c l a s s i f i c a t i o n  of expendi tures .  
Through f u l l  u t i l i z a t i o n  of t h e  90 days a v a i l a b l e  f o r  submission of 
t h e  annual o r  f i n a l  r e p o r t s  of expend i tu re s ,  t h e  g ran tee  must make 
every e f f o r t  t o  check and c o r r e c t  i t s  r eco rds  so t h a t  a c c u r a t e l y  
f i l e d  i n i t i a l  r e p o r t s  w i l l  keep t h e  requirement f o r  later r e v i s i o n s  
t o  a minimum. 
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3 .  	 When t h e  g r a n t e e  d e t e c t s  an excessive claim on a p rev ious ly  submitted 
r e p o r t  of expendi tures  a r e v i s i o n  must be submitted no matter how 
long t h e  l a p s e  of time. 

4 .  	 When a r e v i s e d  r e p o r t  r ep resen t ing  a d d i t i o n a l  claims by t h e  g r a n t e e  
is  necessary,  i t  should be submitted t o  N I H  as promptly as p o s s i b l e  
and must b e  submitted wi th  appropr i a t e  exp lana t ion  no l a t e r  than  one 
year from t h e  due d a t e  of t h e  o r i g i n a l  r e p o r t  (15 months following 
t e rmina t ion  d a t e  of t h e  budget pe r iod ) .  

5. 	 I f  under unusual or  excep t iona l  circumstances a g r a n t e e  f i n d s  t h a t  
s i g n i f i c a n t  expendi tures  should have been charged a g a i n s t  a g r a n t  
budget f o r  which t h e  time l i m i t  of one year  from t h e  due d a t e  of 
t h e  i n i t i a l  r e p o r t  has  l a p s e d ,  a r ev i sed  r e p o r t  may be presented f o r  
cons ide ra t ion  provided complete documentation is  submitted wi th  t h e  
r e p o r t  exp la in ing  i n  d e t a i l  both t h e  reason f o r  t h e  adjustment and, 
p a r t i c u l a r l y ,  t h e  untimely de l ay  i n  r e p o r t i n g .  The awarding u n i t  
w i l l  dec ide ,  based on t h e  circumstances surrounding t h e  i n d i v i d u a l  
case, whether o r  no t  t o  accept  t h e  r e v i s i o n .

2. 	 I n  t h o s e  cases descr ibed i n  D.5. above where t h e  g r a n t e e  has  submitted 
a r e v i s e d  r e p o r t  beyond t h e  allowed t i m e  per iod bu t  provided a d e t a i l e d  
exp lana t ion  of s p e c i a l  o r  extenuat ing circumstances,  t h e  Grants  Sect ion 
w i l l  forward t h e  material t o  t h e  a p p r o p r i a t e  awarding u n i t  f o r  i t s  
acceptance o r  recommendation. The awarding u n i t  m u s t  take d e c i s i v e  
a c t i o n  w i t h i n  30 days and r e t u r n  t h e  materials t o  t h e  Grants  Sect ion 
t o  p rocess  t h e  r ev i sed  r e p o r t  o r  n o t i f y  t h e  g ran tee  of nonacceptance. 

For those  r ev i sed  r e p o r t s  of expendi tures  which i n d i c a t e  a balance 
due t h e  Government and are submitted without  regard t o  timing l i m i t a ­
t i o n s ,  t h e  Grants Sect ion w i l l  review and a u d i t  t h e  r e p o r t  and a d v i s e  
t h e  g r a n t e e  as t o  t h e  necessary a c t i o n .

I. PROGRAM SPECIFICATIONS 

A. The PRGB Program 

The Populat ion and Reproduction Grants  Branch, Center f o r  Populat ion 
Research, Nat ional  I n s t i t u t e  of Child Heal th  and Human Development, 
suppor t s  populat ion r e s e a r c h  on biomedical a s p e c t s  of r ep roduc t ion  
and on behav io ra l - soc ia l  a s p e c t s  of t h e  an teceden t s  and consequences 
of populat ion change. This  RFA is  intended t o  encourage c l i n i c i a n s  
and o t h e r  biomedical,  behavioral  and s o c i a l  s c i e n t i s t s  t o  submit 
r e s e a r c h  g r a n t  p roposa l s  designed t o  s tudy  t h e  causes  and t r ea tmen t  
of human i n f e r t i l i t y .  

B. RFA Program Object ives  

Concern f o r  human i n f e r t i l i t y  has always been w i t h i n  t h e  mandate of 
t h e  CPR and h a s  been designated as a problem of high p r i o r i t y .  This  
compet i t ion w i l l  be  l i m i t e d  t o  s t u d i e s  i n  men and women. S t u d i e s  
involving experimental  animals w i l l  be accepted and reviewed i n  t h e  
t r a d i t i o n a l  N I H  research g r a n t  program. In t h i s  s o l i c i t a t i o n  i n f e r ­
t i l i t y  i s  def ined simply as t h e  i n a b i l i t y  of a couple t o  have 
c h i l d r e n  when it  wishes.  

Five gene ra l  areas of concern have been i d e n t i f i e d  by t h e  CPR f o r  
t h i s  RFA. Teamwork among c l i n i c a l  and o t h e r  biomedical and behavioral-
s o c i a l  s c i e n t i s t s  may be necessary t o  achieve some of t h e  o b j e c t i v e s  
of t h e  RFA. Such c o l l a b o r a t i o n s  a r e  encouraged where a p p r o p r i a t e .  
The r e s e a r c h  areas f o r  t h i s  RFA are: 

1. Evaluat ion of c u r r e n t  therapy 

An important source of confusion i n  t h i s  f i e l d  i s  t h e  l a c k  of 
p r e c i s i o n  i n  quan t i fy ing  t h e  e f f e c t  of t r ea tmen t  c u r r e n t l y  
employed. Modern techniques of epidemiological  and s t a t i s t i ca l  
a n a l y s i s  should be app l i ed  t o  e v a l u a t e  t h e s e  methods. 

2.  Male f a c t o r s  

A v a r i e t y  of c o n d i t i o n s  i n  t h e  m a l e  have been i d e n t i f i e d  as 
warrant ing a s p e c i a l  s tudy.  These inc lude  cryptorchidism,  v a r i ­
cocoele  ( p a r t i c u l a r l y  i t s  incidence and establ ishment  of i t s  
t r u e  r e l a t i o n s h i p  t o  m a l e  i n f e r t i l i t y ) ,  i n f e c t i o n s  (such a s  myco­
plasma and PPLO i n f e c t i o n s ) ,  congen i t a l  and secondary occ lus ions  
of t h e  male r ep roduc t ive  t r a c t ,  environmental  e f f e c t s  on sperm 
product ion ( p a r t i c u l a r l y  t o x i n s ,  drugs,  and h e a t ) ,  t h e  importance 
of g e n e t i c  f a c t o r s  i n  abnormal sperm product ion (such as poor 
m o t i l i t y  and necrospermia),  t h e  c o n t r i b u t i o n  of male f a c t o r s  t o  
h a b i t u a l  a b o r t i o n ,  l o c a l  even t s  a f f e c t i n g  sperm (such as c i r c u ­
l a t o r y  changes, l o c a l  endocrine f a c t o r s ,  and enzyme d e f e c t s ) ,  
autoimmunity, and psychological  f a c t o r s  a f f e c t i n g  sexua l  a c t i v i t y  
and semen q u a l i t y .

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Female f a c t o r s  

High p r i o r i t y  problems i n  t h e  female inc lude  s t u d i e s  of t h e  
c e r v i x  (such as t h e  importance of c e r t a i n  i n f e c t i o n s  including 
mycoplasma i n f e c t i o n s ,  mucus production, and t h e  e f f e c t  of cryo­
su rge ry  and o t h e r  t r ea tmen t s ) ,  t h e  u t e r i n e  environment ( p a r t i c u l a r l y  
t h e  importance of i n f e c t i o n  and even t s  preceding and concurring 
w i t h  imp lan ta t ion ) ,  t u b a l  f a c t o r s  ( p a r t i c u l a r l y  anatomical d e f e c t s ,  
b iophys ica l  and biochemical environmental f a c t o r s ,  i n f e c t i o n ,  t h e  
e f f e c t  of e c t o p i c  pregnancy on subsequent i n f e r t i l i t y ) ,  and s t u d i e s  
of t h e  ovary ( p a r t i c u l a r l y  ovarian dys func t ion ,  p o l y c y s t i c  d i s e a s e ,  
and l o c a l  f a c t o r s  such as environmental t o x i n s ,  e f f e c t s  of s u r g i c a l  
t r ea tmen t ,  e t c . ) .  Other problems i d e n t i f i e d  f o r  s tudy inc lude  
female sex behavior ( leading t o  avoidance of i n t e r c o u r s e ,  f o r  
example), t h e  importance of psychological  stress i n  producing 
i n f e r t i l i t y ,  endometr iosis ,  and f a c t o r s  c o n t r o l l i n g  f o l l i c u l a r  
atresia and ova r i an  senescence. Also post-contracept ive i n f e r t i l i t y  
and h a b i t u a l  a b o r t i o n  r e q u i r e  s p e c i a l  study. 

Couple f a c t o r s  

Topics i n  t h i s  category inc lude  immunological s t u d i e s  (with 
emphasis on t h e  c l i n i c a l  s i g n i f i c a n c e  of new developments i n  
t h i s  f i e l d ) ,  marital  and c o i t a l  problems, and s t u d i e s  of t h e  
psychological  e f f e c t s  of t h e  processes  l ead ing  t o  and involved i n  
d i agnos i s  and t reatment .  

Improved d i a g n o s t i c  and t h e r a p e u t i c  techniques 

Included i n  t h i s  category are semen a n a l y s i s  (with establ ishment  
of c r i t e r i a  f o r  normal and abnormal f i n d i n g s ,  i nc lud ing  age-
s p e c i f i c  parameters) ,  new measures of a n a l y s i s  ( i nc lud ing  
determinat ion of sperm f e r t i l i z i n g  a b i l i t y  and e v a l u a t i o n  of 
spermatogenesis by morphological and biochemical means), methods 
f o r  t h e  d e t e c t i o n  of f e r t i l i z a t i o n  and implan ta t ion ,  means t o  
monitor t h e  mig ra t ion  of sperm i n  t h e  female r ep roduc t ive  t rac t ,  
and improved p o s t - c o i t a l  semen tests.
